It  is  the  desire  of  the  Lessor  and  Lessee  to  amend  the 
Lease  as  to  the  particular  provisions  set  out  below. 

For  adequate  consideration,  Lessor  and  Lessee  amend  the  Lease  by  incorporating  into  it 
the  following  terms,  as  if  originally  contained  in  the  Lease,  and  for  the  purpose  of  clarifying  the 
language  and  Lessor's  intent  solely  with  respect  to  Special  Provision  No.  21 : 

Anything  in  the  lease  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  it  is  agreed 
that  the  royalty  paid  under  this  lease  shall  be  twenty-three  percent 
(23%).  Lessor's  royalty  shall  be  free  and  clear  of  all  costs  and 
expenses    whatsoever    including    expenses    of  separation, 
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compression,  marketing,  transportation,  treating  or  manufacturing 
oil  or  gas  produced  hereunder,  save  and  except  ad  valorem  and 
production  taxes.  Provided,  however,  Lessor's  royalty  shall  be 
subject  proportionately  to  any  charges  incurred  by  Lessee  for 
compressing,  treating,  processing,  gathering,  transporting  and 
marketing  under  Lessee's  gas  purchase  contract  with  a 
nonaffiliated  third  party  covering  the  sale  of  production  from  the 
lands  included  in  this  lease. 


If  the  amendment(s),  set  out  above,  varies  from  a  provision(s)  or  term(s)  already  existing 
in  the  Lease,  the  amending  provision(s)  specifically  supersedes  the  provisions)  or  term(s) 
originally  contained  in  the  Lease. 

For  adequate  consideration,  Lessor  grants,  leases  and  lets  to  Lessee  the  Lands  for  the 
term  provided  in  the  Lease,  as  amended. 

This  Amendment  may  be  executed  in  multiple  counterparts.  When  executed,  counterpart 
shall  be  binding  on  the  party  signing  it,  regardless  of  whether  all  parties  execute  this 
Amendment.
